‘This cap was covered with a strip 
of the white muslin which was also wound 
about his neck.

‘ida, Tt was through her knowledge of 
the Berber language that we became ac- 

nainted with the three men who ocetpied 
the hack sent, 

They were Betbers and looked and 
dressed alike. “Thetr skin was swarthy, 
features tather flat, eves small and brown. 
They wore black pointed Iwards, in the 
Moslem fashion. Loss of beard is the 
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greatest Iimiliation that can be put on a 
devout Moltwmmedan. 

Their shaven heads were wound, tur- 
hanhke, with strips of cramy loth, and 
flowing dyellebas of cream-colored woolen 
homespun enveloped them, This hooded 
garment is of Berber origin, Heelless 
slippers of letron-colored leather encased 
their bare brown feet. 

They would have nothing to do with 
the oll Morecean Jew, whom they called 
“Tehodi.” Hewas not a Troe Believer. 
He, in tum, ignored them. ‘The two 
strange Foreign Gulies they called ““N*z- 
ram (Nagzarenes) and seemed greatly to 
admire my sister's golden-lrown hair. 

They told the tady from Ujda that this 
was their first motor tide: that they liked 
it, but wished they were in front, where 
it was easier to jump out. 

Language may be the closest link to- 
ward better acquaintance; but when a 
laden sautemobile skids into the ditch 
there is no further need of formality.
